Applicants argue that Examiner is using the disclosure in the present application to support the Examiner's arguments. 
In response to the applicants: 

Examiner cited the applicants' disclosure (page 6 paragraph 13) in the final Office action merely to point out that the concept of Klein for 
using data tables to store information representing the conditions of local events on external events which triggered (governed) to 
coordinate execution of a set of agents as described in Klein (column 7 lines 14-42) is similar to the applicants' specification. As disclosed 
in the disclosure, applicants disclose "the application-specific control programming, can occur by way of one or more data tables existing 
on the industrial controllers" that "reading values stored on a data table" similar to the teaching of Klein. Thus, Klein discloses governing of 
application specific agent-type functionality. 
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
